Stamp Misprint 


NEW YORK tAP) _ A col­ 
lege student has assured the fi­ 
nancing of his education by sell­ 
ing 50 misprinted United Na­ 
tions postage stamps for SIO.400. 
The unidentified Bronx youth 
purchased 50 of the misprints 
for $2 on the first day of their 
issue. 
Feb. 
28. 
1962. 
Several 
weeks ago, he sold them to 
wholesale stamp dealer Julius 
Stolow of J. & H. S to I ow, Inc., 
for 8208 each. 
Stolow said Sunday the young 
man ‘ knew right away what he 
had'' when he returned home 
from the U.N. with the stamps. 
The misprinted stamps com­ 
memorate the U.N.’s housing 
and community facilities. But 
they arc minus the black-im­ 
printed 
words 
“Housing 
and 
Community 
facilities,” 
which 
should be cornered on the left 
side, 
then 
continued 
halfway 
across the top. 
Also missing from the seven- 
color 
misprints 
are 
several 
areas of black shading on hous­ 
es that make up most of the 
stamp’s design. 
II. Alexander Fraenkel, who 
publishes a journal for stamp 
dealers and collectors, said: 
| 
“The misprint is the greatest 
error since the Dag Hammar- 
skjold 'stamp! case. 
“It s even greater for stamp 
collectors and dealers, because 
this error cannot be corrected 
by the U.S. Post Office Depart­ 
ment. . . 
“The stamps were printed by 
Harrison and Sons of London, 
and screened by its personnel 
in accordance with the usual 
rigid, 
careful 
British 
Stan­ 
dards.” 
Stolow said he sold most of 
the stamps to dealers for S275 
but 
suggestions 
that 
dealers 
resell them 
to 
collectors 
for 
STM) apiece. At that retail price 
tile misprinted stamps will be 
sold for about $20,000. 
A year ago the U.S. Post Of­ 
fice 
Department 
blasted 
the 
dreams 
of 
a 
few 
American 
collectors 
of 
making 
small 
fortunes by selling misprinted 
l.'.S. stamps bearing the like­ 
ness of Hammarskjold, the late 
I VY secretary-general. 
The 
department 
purposely 
misprinted thousands more of 
the four-cent stamps and deval­ 
uated the original misprints.

Fire also 
spread to three other buildings 
but was quickly extinguished. 
The missing were guests at 
the Surfside Hotel, where the 
fire broke out shortly after 4 
a.m. The Surfside was a kosher 
establishment catering mainly 
to elderly Jews. 
Engulfed In 5 Minutes 
Milton Rauer, owner of the 
Surfside, said 20 of the guests 
were 
year-round 
residents 
of 
the hotel and another IO were 
there on short vacations from 
New 
York, 
Philadelphia 
and 
other cities. 
“ I’m fearful to say a number 
did not escape.” Rauer said. 
“ It w'ent so quickly. A number 
of them 
were mostly elderly 
persons.” The building was en­ 
gulfed iii flames in about five 
minutes, he said. 
Atlantic City Hospital said 22 
persons were treated there, two 
of them admitted. 
“The night watchman smelled 
smoke and called me on the 
switchboard.” Rauer said. “My 
first thought was to get my 
family out. I wxikc up my wife; 
she grabbed a dress, and then 
we woke up our three sons and 
my mother. We all j u m p e d 


through a back window about 
15 feet to the ground. 
“In another minute or tw'o the 
w-holc building would have col­ 
lapsed on us.” 
Rauer said he had heard that 
about 12 of the guests escaped, 
but that he saw only four of 
them.

Woodie White, East Grand Bou­ 
levard Methodist Church; a n d 
the Rev. Dr. Charles Morton, 
Metropolitan Baptist Church, all 
of Detroit; and the Rev. James 
I). Nixon, Grosse Pointe Meth­ 
odist Church. The Revs. White 
and Morton are Negroes. 
The ministers were among IO 
persons arrested at four Jack­ 
son Methodist churches. The oth­ 
ers were from Cleveland a ii d 
Mississippi, including two Negro 
students at Tougaloo College, 
headquarters for the demonstra­ 
tors.

In this country the compe- 
tion for job-creating industries 
has never been 
more 
acute 
Cities, states and regions vie 
with each other for the rich 
prizes of new industrial 
de­ 
velopment. 


Some areas are clearly com­ 
pelled to lure new plants into 
their midst if they are to make 
any real dent in chronic un­ 
employment. The older indus­ 
tries that may long have serv­ 
ed them well have fallen off. 
W ithout an infusion from out­ 
side. they are caught in stag­ 
nation. 


H eavily industrialized .Mich­ 
igan is taking 
an 
approach, 
however, that may have inter­ 
esting lessons for most of the 
nation. 
Right now M ichigan is rid ­ 
ing high with one of the most 
prosperous automobile produc­ 
tion years in its history. Last 
w a r also was good. But 
the 
state has had its lean periods, 
and it no longer gets anything 
like the 
major share 
of the 
defense business it once had. 


The state’s specialists rn eco­ 
nomic development would like 
to recapture some of that bus­ 
iness. But they do not wish to 
have too great independence on 
it. 


Nor do they want particular­ 
ly to lure a flock of new con­ 
cerns 
to 
Michigan. 
though 
plainly they w ill not bar the 
doors 
to 
solid 
enterprises 
seeking a base in the state 
W hat they want to do most 
is 
encourage 
the 
economic 
health of businesses already in 
Michigan. 
The experts believe that 90 
per cent of M ichigan’s 
eco­ 
nomic growth in the dec acies 
list ahead 
w ill 
come 
from 
either 
Michigan-based 
com­ 
panies or concerns w ith major 
Michigan branches. 
The notion is that 
if these 
film s’ needs are properly gaug­ 
ed and attended to. they w ill 
stay in the state and supply 
Tie expanding economic foun­ 
dation it needs to care tor its 
steadily rising population. 
There would seem to be im ­ 
mense good sense in this. E f ­ 
forts to attract new plants are 
thoroughly understandable, es­ 
pecially 
in 
those 
places 
that 
are today deeply mired 
But 
Tie concessions and other lu r­ 
ing services represent, in some 
ways, 
discrimination 
against 


already established companies. 
Why should not these latter 
get the individual, pin-pointed 
attention they may require on 
certain problems in a chang­ 
ing world? 
The truth is, if they don’t, 
some of them w ill move away, 
drawn by the attractions put 
forward by more attentive au­ 
thorities. And those 
w h i c h 
i stay m ay in 
many 
instances 
suffer from an accumulation of 
unsolved problems. 


A 
M ichigan 
development 
specialist notes that 1,000 m aj­ 
or firms have moved 
in 
the 
United States in the past five 
years. Another 1,000 
plan to 
move in the current five years. 
A n y alert area should be busy 
seeing what it can do to pro­ 
vide a setting and 
economic 
clim ate which w ill encourage 
employers to stay around. 
Often the old industrial site 
constricts development, trans­ 
portation alignments are out­ 
dated, com m unity facilities are 
inadequate, tax 
structure 
is 
bad. Enterprising officials can 
he just as ingenious in meet­ 
ing these difficulties as they 
can in luring new companies 
from the outside. 
M ichigan has no patent on 
this approach. It is obviously 
a good one and it deserves to 
lie w idely copied.

The first find, of copper im­ 
plements, w-as made in 1893 by 
Mrs. W illiam Greenough, wife 
of a city alderman. 
Mrs. Greenough came upon 
the implements w hile em pty­ 
ing ashes in her back yard. A f­ 
ter finding the first one. she 
dug around and 
collected 42 
pieces within less than 50 feet. 
The implements included cop­ 
ie r axes, drills, needles, gauges 
and spearpoints. 
News of the find spread and 
attracted the attention of ar­ 
cheologist W alter 
C.

of Chicago, a collector of anci­ 
ent copper utensils. 
W ym an paid Mrs. Greenough 
$450 
for 
her collection 
after 
describing it as the largest find 
cf 
copper 
implements 
ever 
made in the United States out­ 
side of a mound. 
Skill Is Disputed 


W ym an estimated the im ple­ 
ments’ age at about 2.000 years 
and said the region apparently 
once was populated by a well- 
civilized prehistoric race. 
The skill of the ancient tool­ 
makers has aroused 
specula­ 
tion among 
some 
archeology 
students that they m ay have 
possessed the art of tempering 
copper. Others, however, con­ 
tend that the implements got 
their hardness by much pound­ 
ing. age and exposure to w ea­ 
ther. 


Newspaper accounts of the 
Greenough find reported 
that 
the objects were to be dism ay­ 
ed at the 1893 
W orld ’s 
Fair. 
There is no record 
of 
what 
happened 
to 
the 
collection 
when the fair was over. 
Most acheologists 
and 
his­ 
torians agree that the copper 
used in making the implements 
probably came from 
the K e ­ 
weenaw' Peninsula, where e v i­ 
dence of extensive mining of 
surface deposits by a 
prehis­ 
toric race still exists. Some of 
the open mines on the penin­ 
sula are 500 feet 
long, 
from 
which pure copper was extract­ 
ed by the prim itive fire-and- 
v ater and stone-hammer meth­ 
od. 
Rare Knife Found 


Mrs. Greenough also found, 
in addition to the copper im ­ 
plements. several stone 
skin­ 
ning implements, hatchets and 
a big stone maul that could 
have been used 
for 
pounding 
copper. 
Tw o 
copper 
knives 
later 
were found in the Sault area: 
both m ay have been products 
o‘‘ the same ancient 
copper­ 
smith. One found on a 
farm 
seven miles south of here was 
described by W ym an as “ one 
of the rarest ever unearthed.’’ 
The second knife, about six j 
inches 
long, 
was 
found 
on 
nearby Sugar Island about 12 
years ago and is in Rodiger’s 
collect ion. 
The second find indicating a 
m anufacturing site at the same 
place 
near 
the 
Greenough 
home came about 15 years ago 
during a street extension pro­ 
ject.

house, road crews unearthed a 
heavy concentration of arro w ­ 
heads and chips
